The federal government should 
lift its minimum rate restric­ 
tions on U. S. railroads, says the 
President of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. 
William P. Kennedy of Cleve­ 
land, in a speech to some 300 
New York state members of the 
union Saturday, declared: 
“It’s high time we apply the 
principle of free enterprise to the 
operation of railroads.” 
Kennedy said government reg­ 
ulations placed the railroads in 
an unfair competitive position. 
He also charged that railroads 
were neglecting passenger serv­ 
ice in favor of their freight busi­ 
ness. And he blamed this partly 
on “the unhealthy influence of 
(railroad) directors and others 
who are more interested in other 
forms of transportation.” 
The head of the 225,000 mem­ 
ber union also criticized the Ei­ 
senhower administration. Eisen- 
how’er appointees to the National 
Labor Relations Board, he said, 
“have been persons determined 
to do whatever they could to de­ 
stroy the effectiveness of labor 
unions.” 
The state union members were 
holding their 20th annual meet­ 
ing.

OP»—A fruit juice acid may help 
build your automobile of tomor­ 
row, a report to the American 
Chemical Society (ACS) indicat­ 
ed today. 
A research chemist of Chas. 
Pfizer & Co., Inc., of Brooklyn 
said in a report prepared for the 
society’s 130th national conven­ 
tion that citric acid, a natural 
component of lemon and certain 
other fruit juices but also pro­ 
duced artificially, is the key to a 
new 
method 
of 
producing 
a 
group of synthetic plastics known 
as “polyester resins.” 
Such compounds — previously 
made by other methods—have 
been in use for about a decade 
in the manufacture of certain 
parts of automobile bodies and . 
in making plastic boat hulls and j 
other plastic structural mate- \ 
rials, Charles J. Knuth said. 
Cost Figures In 
He said citric acid has for 
some time loomed as a potential 
new candidate for use in this 
field because it is “available in 
high purity at moderate cost.” 
But until recently, he said, at­ 
tempts to develop it into a plas­ 
tic that could be used for struc­ 
tural purposes have not been 
very successful. 
In the new technique, he re­ 
ported, the basic trick is to com­ 
bine the acid first with glycol 
and then with allyl alcohol. He 
also gave technical details on 
further chemical treatment of 
the “base resins.” 
In another 
report 
for 
the 
meeting, a Westinghouse scien­ 
tist said his company has de­ 
veloped a new electrical insulat­ 
ing material for potential use 
in jet planes and guided missiles. 
He indicated it holds promise of 
pushing back the “heat barrier” 
which limits the performance of 
those aerial speeders. 
Chemists Hear Report 
Researcher F. T. Parr told the 
chemists: 
“As the speed of planes and 
missiles increases, the electronic 
equipment w'hich guides them 
has to work faster and there­ 
fore uses more energy. Power 
transformers 
in 
particular, 
which generate quite a lot of 
heat during normal operation, 
become extremely hot during 
their operation at high speeds 
and frequently cease to function 


because of insulation failure. 
Working on that problem, he 
said, his company has now come 
up 
with 
insulating 
materials 
made of so-called “organosili- 
con” compounds — materials 
which he said are capable of 
withstanding temperatures from 
minus 85 degrees to plus 500 
degrees fahrenheit. 
Laboratory tests show, he de­ 
clared, that the materials not 
only 
make possible the con­ 
struction of power transformers 
that will operate satisfactorily 
at 
temperatures 
higher 
than 
those now permitted, but they 
also allow the building of much 
smaller units. 
Predicting that such trans­ 
formers would be able to op­ 
erate reliably “in any part of 
the world in which our armed 
forces may be required to fight,'” 
Pa rr said: 
“Our future as a nation is de-

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MAINE’S DEMOCRATIC VICTORY 


Whatev er psy cho lo gical adv antage go es 
to the party that draws first blo o d must be 
giv en to the Demo crats fo r their v icto ries 
in the Maine general electio n. 
Demo cratic Go v . Edmund Muskie’s re- 
electio n was, o f co urse, ex pected, ev en 
tho ugh this triumph makes him o nly the 
seco nd Demo crat since the Civ il War to 
win a seco nd term in the State Ho use. 
Mo re striking was the certain electio n o f 
o ne Demo cratic co ngressman and the ev i­ 
dent electio n o f a seco nd. 
It is necessary to say “ ev ident” because 
J ames C. Oliv er’s margin o v er incumbent 
Rep. Ro bert Hale, Republican, is so small 
that a reco unt is inev itable. 
If Oliv er ho lds his seat, the Demo crats 
will hav e taken two o f Maine’s three co n­ 
gressio nal berths. It was 19 34 when a Dem­ 
o crat was last sent to Co ngress fro m that 
state. 
Republican Natio nal Chairman Leo nard 
Hall has been cautio ning his party against 
co mplacency in this campaign. The Maine 
results sho uld go far to ward dispelling that 
mo o d amo ng the GOP. 
All the Republican candidates in Maine 
urged stro ngly that they be suppo rted as 
a v o te o f co nfidence in President Eisen­ 
ho wer. The President himself wro te a let­ 
ter to a weekly newspaper publisher sug­ 
gesting that v o ters in the state sho uld v o te 
fo r all the Republicans running.' 
The two GOP senato rs, Margaret Chase 
Smith and Frederick Pay ne, skipped the 
Republican co nv entio n to stay ho me and 
battle fo r the ticket. 
Despite these effo rts, the Demo crats 
sco red. They wo uld be well adv ised no t to 
assume fro m this, ho wev er, that Mr. Eisen­ 
ho wer himself will suffer defeat in Maine at 
Adlai Stev enso n’s hands. 
Electio n histo ry is crammed with ev i­ 
dence that v o ters’ suppo rt o f co ngressio nal 
o r gubernato rial candidates do es no t neces­ 
sarily indicate ho w’ they will v o te fo r Presi­ 
dent. As is well kno wn, “ Ike” wo n o v er­ 
whelmingly in 19 5 2 w hile the GOP barely 
squeaked thro ugh to co ntro l the 8 3rd Co n­ 
gress. 
Muskie’s re-electio n was fo recast because 
in the v iew’ o f impartial judges his first ad­ 
ministratio n has been successful. He to o k 
a generally no n-partisan tack, apparently 
a wise co urse in a state no rmally Republi­ 
can. And mo st papers, usually with the 
GOP, either held neutral o r praised Muskie. 
Muskie may hav e benefited, to o , fro m the 
Demo crats’ determined effo rt to co unter 
Republican argument that the electio n 
wo uld be a test o f Mr. Eisenho wer’s stature. 
They insisted the electio n was a lo cal affair. 
Hav ing thus insisted, the Demo crats 
* might no rmally find it hard to make co n­ 
v incing claims that the v icto ries o f Muskie 
and the two co ngressio nal candidates repre­ 
sent pro o f o f a natio nal trend. 
But the fact is that Muskie’s margin was 
much bigger (near 5 0,000) than in 195 4 
(21,000). And winning two Ho use seats 
went well bey o nd ev en the Demo crats’ fo nd­ 
est ho pes. 
Clearly the Republicans hav e been put 
o n their mettle fo r the presidential and co n­ 
gressio nal battles co ming to their climax 
In the nex t eight weeks.

THE TALE OF THREE STATES 
The control of the United States Senate may 
hinge upon the results of the election in three 
states, Oregon, Washington and New York. Thei 
present line up in the Senate is 49 Democrats and 
47 Republicans. In Oregon and Washington the 
two Democrats, Way ne Morse and W arren Mag- 
nuson, are running for re-election. Should they 
be re-elected, it will change nothing in the Sen­ 
ate. In New York State, Herbert Lehman, Demo­ 
crat, has retired. The contest is between May or 
Robert Wagner, Democrat, and Jacob Javits, Re­ 
publican. Should Wagner be elected, it will pro­ 
duce no shift in Senate ratios. Should Javits be 
elected, it will count one up toward a Republican 
majority . 
The three Republicans who are running in 
these states, Douglas McKay in Oregon, Governor 
A rthur B. Langlie in Washington and Jacob 
Javits in New York, were particularly , favored by 
President Eisenhower and are being supported by 
the Republican National Committee. 
Douglas McKay was Secretary of the Interior. 
He has been made the scapegoat in w h a t’the 
Democrats call “the Eisenhower Give-Away Pro­ 
gram,” by which they mean an avoidance of ex­ 
cessive government ownership of land and proper­ 
ties interfering with private enterprise and the 
revenue of states from taxation. The conflict in 
Oregon could be over an issue, government en­ 
terprise versus state enterprise. 
But into this situaation has come the person­ 
ality of Way ne Morse, a professional ty pe who 
had served on the National W ar Labor Board 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt was President, who 
came into the United States Senate as a Repub­ 
lican, became a turn-coat in 19 52 because he dis­ 
liked Eisenhower and his associates and is now a 
Democrat, having the full support of Senator 
Richard Ncuberger whom Morse used to attack 
bitterly . It will take some doing to defeat Way ne 
Morse in Oregon who has organized labor and 
farm support. 
In New' York, the Democratic candidate is the 
May or of New York City , Robert F. Wagner, the 
son of the late Senator by the same name who 
authored the Wagner Act which organized labor 
has regarded as the charter of American labor. 
Robert Wagner has made a singularly competent 
may or of the very complex New York City and 
has 
gained 
for himself considerable 
national 
kudos. All factions of the Democratic Party 
favored him for Senator; he is also the candidate 
of the Liberal Party and will have A.F.L.-C.I.O. 
endorsement. He is a Roman Catholic. 
His Republican opponent. Jacob Javits. has 
been a Member of Congress and is. now Attorney 
General ot the State. The Democrats of New 
York, as products of the Roosevelt Administra­ 
tion, are fully attuned to New' Deal thinking; the 
Republicans are not intellectually so regimented. 
There are still many conservative Republicans, 
followers of Robert A. Taft. In some areas, such 
as Queens and Sy racuse, Senator Joe McCarthy 
continues to have an enormous following. The Re­ 
publicans can be said to be split between con­ 
servatives and liberals, but they all seemed to be 
united before San Francisco on the program that 
only the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket could carry 
New York State. Javits would be representative 
of the liberal wing of the party and all his re­ 
cent difficulties with a Senate committee arose 
from the fact that the conservatives did not want 
him but had no other practical suggestion to make 
except Thomas E. Dewey who refused the nomi­ 
nation. . 
At the Executive Committee meeting in Al­ 
bany on September 10, where the candidate was 
selected to be presented as the unanimous choice 
to the Republican State Committee, eight out of 
25 votes were anti-Javits, including Thomas Cur­ 
ran, Chairman of the New York County Commit­ 
tee and Mrs. Preston Davie also of that county in 
w’hich Javits lives. 
Javits in the past has had Liberal Party sup­ 
port; this support now' goes to Wagner. But the 
Liberal Party is to a very large extent Jewish in 
membership and Javits is a Jew w'hile Wagner is 
a Roman Catholic. W hether these religious af­ 
filiations m atter will get y ou an argument. The 
election cf Javits would mean one Democratic 
vote less in the Senate. 
I have made no references to the fight in 
Washington between Governor A rthur B. Langlie 
and Senator W arren Magnuson because that 
situation has not y et taken on discussable form. 
In Connecticut, Representative Thomas Dodd, a 
former FBI man and a very strong anti-Cbmmu- 
nist. is running against the Republican incumbent, 
Senator Prescott Bush, an ardent Eisenhower sup­ 
porter. Connecticut is so influenced by its Gover­ 
nor Abe Ribicoff, that there is no telling how his 
popularity will affect the Senatorial election.

NEW IDEAS IN CHRONIC DISEASES 
I would like to pass on to my readers some of 
the new'er approaches to chronic diseases as out­ 
lined by Dr. Lester Braslow, Chief of Bureau of 
Chronic Diseases, California State Department of 
Public Health. Except for the very y oung people, 
there are very few of us who have not had a fear 
of becoming chronically ill in old age and being a 
burden either to our families or else being “packed 
off” to some institution. 
It is practically impos­ 
sible, so far as I know', to obtain any form of 
health insurance w'hich w’ould pay for y ears of 
chronic illness. 
Dr. Lester points out that the most important 
new' idea in chronic disease is that something can 
be and is being done about it. We no longer con­ 
sider the chronic diseases—heart disease, hemi­ 
plegia (paraly sis of one side of the body ) from a 
brain stroke, cancer, diabetes, arthritis and others 
—as some my sterious “degenerative” or breaking 
dow*n process about which the phy sician could do 
very little. A more hopeful.and realistic view is 
now taken. 
In the mid-19 th Century , phy sicians looked 
upon tuberculosis with the same fatalism we are 
now' overcome in respect to other chronic ill­ 
nesses. They called it consumption and regarded 
it as a “weakness of the lungs” in certain families. 
A member of such a family was simply fated to 
become ill and perhaps die at an early age because 
of some factor in his make-up. 
We have pro­ 
gressed a long way in our understanding of tu­ 
berculosis. 
Perhaps the most significant ad­ 
vances were recognition that the disease could be 
successfully treated (at first with rest and ade­ 
quate diet alone) and recognition that the disease 
had an outside cause (a micro-organism >, thus 
opening the path to prevention. 
In the mid-20th Century ’, the view' that the 
chronic diseases are “degenerative” has no great­ 
er justification than did the old-fashioned view of 
tuberculosis. 
It is true that our knowledge of 
some important chronic diseases is quite elemen­ 
tary -; micro-organisms appear to play no role in 
most of them. 
Still, each y ear brings new’ evi­ 
dence that these diseases arise out of external 
conditions of life rather than from something 
within the body . Thus, we now know’ that rheu­ 
matic heart disease is a consequence of uncon­ 
trolled infection by streptococcus. 
Lung cancer 
is thought by many research workers to be a re­ 
sult of cigarette smoking, certain occupational ex­ 
posures, and perhaps other factors in our sur­ 
roundings. 
Abundance of food, particularly ex­ 
cessive caloric intake in relation to energy re­ 
quirements in modern life, make us prone to hy ­ 
pertension (high blood pressure), heart disease, 
diabetes, and other chronic diseases. 
Medical science is extending our knowledge 
and ability to deal with the chronic diseases in 
two directions—toward better treatm ent, and 
prevention. 
Best known to the practicing phy si­ 
cian are the technical advances in treatm ent; new' 
drugs for hy pertension and coronary heart dis­ 
ease; gland treatm ent for certain forms of can­ 
cer; surgical approaches to heart disease and for­ 
merly hopeless .ty pes of cancer; and radiation; 
use of X-ray s and radium. The use of heat, ex­ 
ercise, and other forms of phy sical medicine are 
having great success in treating neuromuscular 
(nerves and muscles! diseases.

The recent steel strike settle­ 
ment marked the start of this 
new spiral. Economists do not 
believe steel industry wage hikes 
and the increases in steel prices 
which followed 
are

cause of the new’ inflation. But 
they are an important factor. 
And they are providing the* ex­ 
cuse for price rises in many in­ 
dustries w’hich use steel in their 
products. 
The 
three-y ear 
steel 
wage 
agreement signed July 27 gave 
the steel workers an increase of 
20 cents an hour the first y ear, 
13 cents an hour more in the 
second 
y ear 
and 
another 
13 
cents in the third y ear. It raises 
the average hourly steel wage 
from $2.66 an hour last y ear to 
$3.12 in 19 58-59 . 
Shortly 
after 
the 
contract 
went into effect, the steel com­ 
panies raised 
their 
prices 
by 
$8.50 a ton. This 
boosted 
the 
composite steel 
price average 
from $130 to $138.50 a ton ac­ 
cording to “Iron Age,” authori­ 
tative 
industry 
trade 
paper. 
Some steel company officials say 
this figure is too low, and that 
the raise is really from $138.50 
to $147 a ton average. 
THE 
IMPORTANT 
QUES­ 
TION, however, is how much of 
this price increase can be di­ 
rectly attributed to the wage in­ 
crease. 
Neither the Iron and Steel In­ 
stitute nor any of the individual 
steel companies have released 
any figures to justify the $8.50 
per ton increase. The demand for 
steel is so great that users are 


accepting the price rise without 
protest. 
Public Affairs 
Institute 
has 
been digging into this subject, 
however. One of the PAI econo­ 
mists, Stephen Raushenbush, has 
come up with figures that the 
industry ’s new wage contract 
will increase the labor item in 
steel-making costs by only $2 a 
ton for this y ear, $2.50 a ton 
next y ear and $3.10 a ton for the 
last contract y ear. 
If the industry ’s announced 
price increase of $8.50 a ton is 
not advanced still further in the 
next three y ears, it means that 
the new wage increase can be 
charged with only 23 per cent 
of the price increase the first 
y ear, 29 per cent 
the 
second 
y ear and 36 per cent the third 
y ear. 
R A U S H E N B U S H 
ESTI­ 
MATES that if steel production 
runs from 116 to 120 million tons 
in the next three y ears, the in­ 
dustry 
will 
receive 
increased 
gross revenues of over three bil­ 
lion dollars. Of this, about 30 
per cent can be charged off to 
meet wfage increases. The other 
70 per cent will have to be as­ 
signed to other causes, or to in­ 
creased profits. 
No figures are available on the 
increased 
prices 
of materials, 
transportation 
and other cost 
items going into steel produc­ 
tion and marketing. But it is in 
this area, between the $2 to $3 a 
ton steel labor cost increase and 
the $8.50 a ton increase in steel 
selling prices, that the inflation­ 
ary threat lies. 
WITHIN A MONTH after the 
new steel wage contract was 
signed, other industries which 
are big steel users announced 
price increases on their products. 
The new 19 57 model automo­ 
biles will be from $50 to $200 
higher. Two big truck companies 
have announced increases. One 


has also raised prices on its 
farm implement lines. 
One of the largest machine 
tool makers has raised prices 
five to 15 per cent. Other m a­ 
chinery makers 
are 
following 
suit. 
Five makers of radios, TVs, 
washing 
machines 
and 
other 
household appliances are raising 
prices two to 10 per cent. Four 
t y p e w r i t e r companies have 
raised prices. A carpet company , 
a tire maker and two breweries 
are up, too. 
Higher price tags on many 
items, appearing before Election 
Day , will give a political fillip 
to the wholesale and consumers’ 
price indexes already at record 
peaks.

INTEREST RATES BOOST 
VALUES 
The Federal Reserve Board s 
recent action in increasing the 
rediscount rate turns the spot­ 
light on the commercial banks in 
America. 
Interest 
rates 
have 
gone up all along the line. The 
markups run from around cne 
quarter of 1 per cent to 1 per 
cent a year. 
Ten of the country’s big banks 
—from coast to coast—are: in 
Boston, the First National Bank; 
in New York City, Chase-Man- 
hattan, Chemical-Corn-Exchange, 
First National City and Guar­ 
anty Trust; in Philadelphia, the 
Philadelphia National Bank; in 
Detroit, the National Bank of 
Detroit; in Chicago, the Contin- 
ental-Illinois and the First Na­ 
tional; and in Los Angeles, the 
Security First National Bank. 
The demand deposits of these 
ten 
great 
institutions 
t ot a l 
» round $27 ,000,000,000. They get 
the use of this money free. Bank­ 
ing legislation passed 20 years 
ago freed commercial banks from 
paying interest on checking ac­ 
counts. 
Banks’ Working Funds 
What do the banks do with 
these gigantic deposits ? They 
put them to work, of course. And 
with most of these banks, two 
items constitute the bulk of the 
working funds—loans and dis­ 
counts, and government secur­ 
ities. 
In the latest available reports, 
the total loan and discount fig­ 
ures of these banks show ad­ 
vances of $15,08 4,000,000. Gov­ 
ernment securities amounted to 
$6,8 66,000,000. Thus, of the ap­ 
proximately 27 billions of demand 
deposits carried by the institu­ 
tions, nearly 22 billions were in­ 
vested in these two places. 
Now when interest rates ad­ 
vance, bank earnings increase. 
Of course, if banks sell securities 
at a loss to get money to lend 
out at higher rates to their cus­ 
tomers, these increased earnings 
must absorb the losses. 
For some reason bank stocks 
are not too popular. They have 
had to live down the bad reputa­ 
tion they got in the depression 
thirties when many banks failed 
and stockholders were assessed 
to make up the losses. 
If bank shares were more pop­ 
ular, there would have been a 
buying wave in them when the 
recent Federal Reserve Board 
action was taken. 
Bank Shares 
Bank shares deserve a wide 
popularity. The banking business 
is one of the most stable in 
America, Personnel turnover is 
very small. Strikes are virtually 
unknown. Men and women make 
banking a career. 
But, above all, the most novel 
thing about commercial banks is 
that they get the use of their 
principal commodity — demand 
deposits—for nothing. 
Two New York City banks 
each have demand deposits of 
around $5,000,000,000. When in­ 
terest rates advance one quarter 
of 1 per cent or one half Of 1 
per cent a year, earnings increase 
very rapidly. 
Bank shares have always con­ 
stituted my own stable, high- 
grade investment. They are ad­ 
mirable for all those conserva­ 
tive investors who, while 
in­ 
clined to hold high-grade, low- 
yielding bonds, nevertheless want 
to buy a sound security paying a 
higher return and c a r r yi n g 
growth. 
Few banks pay out more than 
50 to 60 per cent of their earn­ 
ings in dividends. As a result, 
bank equities grow larger year 
by year and this condition is 
often reflected in the market 
price of the shares.

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Safety Is Big Factor 
In ’57 Automobiles

Detroit— (N E A ) — This town’s 
auto makers are disenchanted 
with safety as a selling pitch. 
Last year Ford started out 
making safety the keynote of 
its advertising. A t the same time 
Chevrolet concentrated on plug­ 
ging style, more power and play­ 
ing up all the stock car races it 
was winning. 
The result was that Chewy 
moved far ahead of Ford in 
sales. Ford had to rejigger its 
safety campaign in a hurry, in 
favor of pushing performance. 
"Safety 
is 
a 
slow-burning 
theme; it is not an action theme 
and it does not appear to create 
an emotional urge to buy,” ex­ 
plains 
Edward 
E. 
Rothman, 
Ford’s advertising director. 
Despite the lack of sales ap­ 
peal in safety, pressure by Con­ 
gress and safety groups in the 
U. S. had had its effect on the 
new ’57 cars. 
Aside from 
the controversy 
over whether increased horse­ 


power is safer or more danger­ 
ous, ’57 models will be the safest 
the industry has ever turned out. 
The recent appearance in the 
motor capital of a Congressional 
s u b - c om m i t t e e investigat­ 
ing highway safety, headed by 
Rep. Kenneth A. Roberts (D- 
Ala.), brought out all the pro­ 
horsepower arguments. 
All firms gave the committee 
convincing demonstrations that 
increased power reduces the time 
a driver has to spend on the 
wrong side of the road while 
passing and increases the speed 
of getting across dangerous in­ 
tersections. 
However, the other side of the 
horsepower coin is brought out 
by many safety organizations. A 
racy pick-up can. be a deadly 
weapon in the hands or irre­ 
sponsible 
teen-agers, or when 
any incompetent driver is behind 
the wheel, it is pointed out. 
Regardless of the merits of 
this debate the fact is all cars 
have more power this year, al­ 
though it will not be harped on 
in ads as much as it has in the 
past. 
The adoption of four head­ 


lights by many makes for the 
’57 s is rated an important safety 
advance. The extra set gives the 
driver "brights” with less glare 
in the eyes of oncoming cars. 
Chrysler 
has 
run 
extensive 
wind tunnel tests at the Univer­ 
sity of Detroit and comes up 
with the conclusion that the high 
fins, also featured on most ’57 s, 
actually add driving stability.

Also in the category of a ma- 
jor-style-safety advance is the 
lowering of cars several inches in 
the new models. This lowers the 
center of gravity of an auto, in­ 
creases, its "road hugging" char­ 
acteristics and makes it safer on 
turns. 
Chrysler is up with an im­ 
proved brake on several of its 
models. 
It’s called a “ center- 
plane brake” and is supposed to 
distribute the wear and braking 
force uniformly over the lining. 
"It gives as much as 20,000 
more miles of brake lining wear, 
requires one-quarter less pedal 
effort and is capable of making 
up to six successive high-speed- 
‘panic’ stops which is twice as 
many 
as 
the 
conventional 
brake,” claims a Chrysler spokes­ 
man.

Chrysler is also attaching rear 
seat cushions securely to the
